A STRATAGEM THAT FAILED 

A N INTERESTING STORY COMES 

, front Ottawa regarding the failure of a political 
stratagem devised by the government which, judging 
by the proceedings of Parliament, appears to have 
bosh solid foundation in fact. It is to the effect that 
when Mr. Bennett returned from England several 
reform measures were reedy for submission to the 
House of Commons and the expectation of the Prime 
Minister was that they would be opposed by the op- 
pn«ie^.i la that cose ho would have dissolved 
Pariiamrnt aad called an election at once on the 
grand that he wu being obstructed in his policy 
of reform. 

But when the bills were introduced there was 
ao obstruction, and such criticism aa they received 
were not sufficient to make a peg on which to hang 
an election. In fact, Mr. Bennett walked right into 
a vacuum, and it became necessary for him to pro¬ 
ceed with the other measures which he had promised 
the public to enact These were not ready, since it 
was not expected that they would be required, and 
they had not even gooe through the party caucus. The 
mult was a hurried drafting of Mb full of flours, 
one of which, by the way. the Minister of Justice 
admitted was of doubtful validity. They were liter¬ 
ally dumped upon the House for purposes of political 
capital, without regard to their constitutional disabil. 
{bet. and some of them would bo thrown out bb- 
■ediattly they got to the courts. _ 


THE EUROPEAN MEDLEY 

*T*HE SYSTEM OF INSURING PEACE BY 

A the collective action of the major powers of 
Europe appears to bo in danger of collapse, with 
the emergence of o system of militaty alliances in its 
place. Great Britan’s naval agreement with Ger¬ 
many has aroused the resentment of both France and 
Italy, with the prospect diet' the decisions reached 
by the three powers at Stress recently may go by 
the board. 

The naval arrangement recognizes Germany’s 
right to a navy 3$ per cent as large as that of Great 
Britain. France jurists out that this means that 
Germany would have a navy 85 per cent is big as 
her own. but that as she must keep half of her naval 
strength in the Mediterranean she would be actually 
inferior to Genpany in that arm in the protection of 
her northern coast. She alio contends that if Ger¬ 
many's naval programme is to be limited in this way 
in the interests of Great Britain, it is only fair thst 
the German land strength should undergo s.similar 
limitation in relation to French lend power. 

It mutt be admitted thst the French position is 
logical enough in view of the fact that France is 
much more ex po s e d to attack by the German army 
than Great Britain is by the German navy. France’s 
answer to the unilateral treaty between Great Britain 
and Germany, therefore, u likely to be an extension 
of her own defences and the further development 
of her understanding with Russia at well at with 
Italy, not to overlook her alliance with the Little 
Entente. 

The plain fact, of course, is thst every big power 
in Europe is making its own military security the 
basis of its promotion of international peace in the 
proportion ol about 90 per cent to 10. Thu i> 
natural enough in view of the atmosphere of fear and 
suspicion existing on that continent, which is not likely 
to disappear until there is closer and more intimate 
intercourse aad understanding between the peoples of 
the various powers, in the place of the gospel of 
hate expounded by special interests and the diplomatic 
log-rolling of I he governments. Europe appears to 
be heading pell-mell for wholesale revolution which 
would be hastened by a war, but which in any cate 
is inevitable unleu the various nations agree to disarm 
as unanimously as they have agreed to arm—and that 
it a very remote prospect. 

TURKEY RECALLS WARN BLUNDERS 

rpHE GHQSTSOF SEVERAL THOUSAND 

1 soldiers should be interested—if they are in a posi¬ 
tion to know about such things—in the news that 
Turkey is going to take a leaf from Hitler's book 
and fortify the Dardanelles, whether the former allies 
like k or not 

This, at any rate, is the latest news to jar 
European diplomacy. It has drawn denials, but even 
the denials admit (hat a network of roods haa been 
constructed which would enable Turkey to line the 
straits with motorized artillery companies on a few 
hours’ notice. * 

This ought to be of interest to the ghoets: for k 
calls back to mind one of the most tragic and bloody 
chapters in all the tragic and bloody story of the 
World War—tha effort of Britain and France to 
force their way through the Dardanelles in 1915. 

In no other epiaode of the war did the terrible 
price that can be exacted for the failure of a few 
individual commanders stand out in such dear relief. 

To begin, some naval authority, whore name 
it > not necessary to mention, tipped off the Turks 
to the impending attack by ordering, a premature 
bombardment of the shore defences, which gave the 
Turks just enough warning to get ready for the real 
attack. ' - 

Then e combined British and French fleet tried 
to force its way through. It got about half way 
and then withdrew after mines sank several battle¬ 
ships. After the war it was learned that those were 
the Turks’ last mines, that ammunition for their bat¬ 
teries was exhausted, and that they wen resigned, 
on the dey the fleet withdrew, to complete defeat 

Next came the landing of troops. A long and 
costly trench warfare deadlock ensued. In tn effort 
to end it. a British division was landed at Suvla Bay, 
halfway up the slim Dardanelles Peninsula. For 
twenty-four hours this division remained there, prac¬ 
tically unopposed. It could have crossed the peninsula 
and won complete victory; but its commander delayed 
attacking far twenty-four hours, giving the Turks just 
tone enough to bring up men and guns and check¬ 
mate the thrust 

' " Oh «0eh slender 'chances. did the Dardanelles 
campaign turn. World history would be vastly dif¬ 
ferent if it had succeeded. Turkey would Lave been 
knocked out of the war. allied supplies would have 
reached Russia in ample volume, the Russian revolu¬ 
tion could have been everted, the war would have 
ended before the United States was drawn in—and. 
all in all. die record of da last twenty yean would 
moke altogether different readme. 

This it brought to mind by this current newt 
about new fortifications for the Dardanelles. To tho 
ghosts of the thousands of Britons, Australians 
and Frenchmen who died there in a lost cause, the 
news ought to have a grim aad melancholy interest.
